She has been a 
pupil for two years or more in the 
psychology classes which Snider con- 
ducts, with George W. Wadlow’'s as- 
sistance, in branch libraries. 
Served in Union Army. 

Dr. Snider, who holds the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Letters from Ober- 
lin College, was born Jan. 9, 1841, in an 
Ohio town. He was a soldier in the 
Union army for a year, after his gradu- 
ation from Oberlin in 1862, and he came 
to St. Louis tn 1864 to teach the classics 
in Christian Brothers’ College. He 
tnught three: years there. and subse- 
quently for 10 years in the St. Louis 
high school, then at Fifteenth and Olive 
streets. During this teaching period, 
he worked out hig analysis of Shak- 
speare's plays. which has been the most 
widely read of his books. 

In 1877, Prof. Snider quit teaching and 
began giving his whole time to writing 
and speaking. He lived for a few years 
in Chicago, but has for the last 13 years 
been a resident of St. Louls. 

For a considerable period Dr. 
was far better known abroad 
was in St, Louis. A St. Louisan once 
related that, while in Vienna. he went 
to a library and asked for the best book 
relating to the battle of Marathon. The 
librarian told him that the best book on 
the subject was “A Walk Hiellas,’ 
written by a Mr. Snider of St. Louis. 
The St. Louisan was obliged to confess 
that he had never heard of the author 

This obscurity seemed to of Dr. 
Snider's seeking, for even those who 
knew of him had difficulty In finding 
him. For several years his name was 
rot In the city directory, and it appears 
in this vear’s directory with only the ad- 
dress, 2712 Pine street. This is his pub- 
lishing headquarters. Where he lives. 
the directory does not tell, and few per- 
sons know 

Tirelens Writer of Books. 

Dr. Snider has been a tireless writer 
of books, the latest of which. “The 
Shakepeariad,” appeared last spring. tn 
connection with the Shakspeare tercen- 
tenary. His criticisms of Homer, Goethe 
and Dante have been embodied tn several 
volumes, and he has written numerous 
Looks on psychological and philosophical! 
subjects, particularly in !tnterpetration 
of the philosophy of Hegel. 

He has lectured to good-sized classes 
in branch libraries, particulariy at the 
Cabanne branch. He haa distributed his 
books free of charge to pupils of these 
classes, and his teaching has been free. 
He has explained that the sale of his 
books brings him a living income, and 
that he chooses to give away his intel- 
lectual riches, as some multi-million- 
sirer give away their material riches. 

Dr. Snider's firet. marriage, in 1°67, 
was to Mies Mary Krug. She lived but 
a few vears, and was survived by a 
daughter, who was educated abroad and 
took up kindergarten work in Pittsburg, 
where she later married.

In his speech h Gardner hinted 
that one of the great deficiencies of 
Missouri is lack of money properly to 
conduct the State’s business. Gardner 
lias been giving close study, for some 
time, to plans for improving the finan- 
chal condition of the State, in order that 
the State Government may be made 
more efficient. He said today in con- 
versation that he expected to ‘have com- 
pleted within the first two years of his 
administration a permanent State high- 
way between St. Louis and Kansas City. 
Finance, roads and what to do with the 
convicts are three problems which Gard- 
ner has been studying for months, with 
fthe expectation that he would have to 
deal with them as Governor. 

He said in the speech here that if it 
should be found, after enforcing every 
possible measure of economy, that the 
increasing demands of the State Gov- 
ernment require additional revenue, he 
would frankly tell the people so, and 
apply the Democratic doctrine of taxa- 
tion by placing the burden on shoul- 
ders where it can be most easily borne. 
He fully expects to have to find new 
sources of revenue. 

Gardner's speech was devoted almost 
wholly to a discussion of policies to be 
pursued by him as Governor. He ex- 
pressed regret that Judge Lamm, his 
Republican opponent, has taken his cue 
from Hughes and is devoting all of his 
efforts to criticism, and practically none 
to» outlining constructive policies for up- 
building the State. 

Gardner has developed quie remark- 
able oratorical ability since the cam- 
paign opened. He is really one of the 
most effective campaigners on the 
stump in the State, and when he lays 
aside manuscript, which he does except 
on occasions where we wishes to weigh 
his words with the greatest deliberation, 
he is both eloquent and forceful, and 
seems to suffer none of the embarrags- 
ment common to business men untrained 
in public speaking. 

Secretary Daniels spoke first at the 
afternoon meeting. He talked for two 
hours and 20 minutes, making an ex- 
haustive review of the achievements of 
the Wilson administration. The part of 
his speech which aroused the greatest 
interest was what he had to say about 
the efficiency of the navy. He said that 
the people out here may have hear 
criticism of the navy some time ago, but 
not during the last two months. 

When Roosevelt and Congressman 
Gardner of the navy started their criti- 
cisms, he said that a statement of facts 
showing the exact condition of the navy 
had been issued, and that since thie 
appeared the critics of the-navy had 
been silenced. He said he asked Con- 
gress to summon the greatest men of 
the navy, including Admirals Mayo, 
Simms and Plunkett, and interrogate 
them as to its efficency all agreed, he 
said, that the navy was never so effi- 
client as now.

CHURCHIEN URGE 
NONARMAMENT I 
THIS HEMISPHERE 


Commission Recommends to 
Episcopalian Convention Agree- 
ment Like That With Canada. 


The establishment of a mutual agree- 
ment among the nations of the West- 
ern Hemisphere gimilar to the non- 
armament agreement between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada was urged in a 
report submitted to the House of Dep- 
uties of the Protestant Episcopal con- 
vention today by a commission headed 
by the Rev, Henry Lubeck of New 
York. ‘i 

The report of the commission 
placed on the house calendar. 

The report said: “By agreement, 
armament on the Great Lakes has 
been limited and the border has been 
unfortified for 100 rears, and our re- 
lations with our northern neighbor 
are increasingly cordial. We are part 
of a Pan-American Union with our 
Latin-American neighbors. This ex- 
tends the co-operative idea over the 
whole Western Hemisphere and 
makes for peace. These are practical 
successes and suggestions for the or- 
ganization of mankind in the interest 
of the normal condition of peace.” 


Guests at “Garden. 
The commission said that a similar 


agreement on the part of European na- 
tions was a possibility, and would tend 
towards a permanent condition of inter- 
national peace. 

The delegates to the general conven- 
tion and to the Woman's Auxiliary were 
guests this afternoon at a reception at 
ihe Missouri Botanical Garden. 

The Carnegie Foundation for Teachers 
was condemned by Bishop W. A. Guerry 
of South Carolina, speaking at a mass 
meeting at Moolah Temple in connection 
with the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 

Bishop Guerry charged that by the 
restriction of its benefits the Carnegie 
Foundation tended -toe--cripple. and dis- 
credit deriominational colleges, and he 
insisted that such schools are necessar}s 
to the life of the church of every de- 
nomination, and should be encouraged. 

“All honor should be paid,’ he said, 
“to the institutions which have refused 
t> lower their standards or compromise 
their position to enYoy the benefits .f 
the Carnegie Foundation.’’ 

The topic of Bishop Guerrys talk was: 
“The Calling and Education of Men for 
the Ministry. It was devoted largely 
to an attack on the present-day methods 
of selecting men for the ministry. 

“Tf one comes to us and says he has 
received a call from God,” he said, ‘‘and 
he is able to meet all the academic and 
theological requirements, all that the 
church does is to give her official in- 
dorsement and the divine origin can be 
shown only by the future. 

“We are not surprised therefore that 
under this méthod the church should be 
made the prey of the ambitious and selif- 
seeking, the home of the crank and the 
tactless and misguided undesirable per- 
s0n who seeks to enter the ministry.”’ 

He said he was surprised that the 
number of failures of ministers was not 
greater than it is. He urged that par- 
ents, teachers and rectors should ad- 
vise young men regarding entering the 
ministry as they would advise them re- 
garding entering the army or the navy.

SEIZED BY FRENGH

Consul Aided by Troops Forci- 
bly Takes Strip Near | 
Tien-Tsin. | 


PEKIN, Oct. 21.—A square mile of ter- 
ritory adjoining the French concessions 
at Tien-Tsin, has been foreibly seized by 
the French Consul with the assistance 
of troops. The €hinese police were ar- 
rested and Frenchmen substituted for 
them. Replying to a protest from the 
Chinese Foreign Office, the French lega- 
tion at Pekin replied it assumed the re- 
sponsibility for violence that might re- 
sult from the action.

RBRERL..., Oct. 21 (By Wireless to Say- 
ville).—"‘The Berner Bund reports that 
King Nicholas of Montenegro has re- 
ceived up to the present time $80,000 a 
month for expenses of the Montenegrin 
army and government administration,” 
says the Overseas News Agency.

Candidate Is Well Satisfied With 
What He Has Accomplished 
in Latest Swing. 


IN TEN. STATES 


Trip Manager Says Republicans 
Will Get More Than 300 
Electoral Votes. 


SPOKE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Charles E, 
Hughes’ remaining campaigh tours will 
include trips through New England, New 
York State, Ohio and Indiana, ending 
here with speeches at Madison Square 
Garden, Nov. 4. The dates and places, 
although some of them are tentative as 


yet, were announced today at Republican 
National Headquarters. He will resume 
his speech-making here Oct. 24 and the 
next day will sptak in Brooklyn, 
He will go through New England Oct. 
26 and the next day will be in New York 
State where he will speak in Utica, Au- 
burn, Geneva and Rochester. Oct. 28 to 
Nov. 1, inclusive, he will tour Ohio and 
Indiana, but the itinerary is not yet com- 
pleted. On Nov. 2 he will return to New 
York State, devoting two days to a tour 
in the lower section of the State. 
The nominee spent today resting in 
Montclair, N. J. 

Pleased With Latest Trip. 

He returned from his third cam- 
paign trip, well sdtisfied with what 
he had accomplished and thoroughly 
confident that he will be elected. 

The latest ‘tour of the Republican 
nominee took him into 10 states for 
speeches. He was heard in Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Nebraska,. South Da- 
kota, Iowa, Michigan ane Ohio, his audl- 
ences for the most part betng of good 
size in proportion to the population of 
the places where he spoke. In ‘all in- 
stances: Mr. Hughes was received cor- 
diaily and he stirred big audiences to 
genuine enthusiasm in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Huntington and Charleston, 
W. Va.; Louisville, Springfield and Jop- 
lin, Mo.; Lincoln and Omaha, ;Sioux City, 
Kalamazoo and Grand Rapids.

While Alvin Clinton, 26 years old, of 
1838 Papin street, business agent of 


Local 600, International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, was being tried on a charge 
of withholding union funds he shot and 
kiteg Samuel E. Nacer,.42 years old, of 
215A Salena street, a member of the 
union’s Auditing Committee, at New 
Club Hall last night. 

The shooting occurred about half an 
heur after a fight on the sidewalk in 
front of the hall, in which Nacer 
knocked Clinton down three times. 

Although there were } aie 100 mem- 
bers of the union in the hal] there were 
no witnesses to the actual shooting, so 
far as the police could learn. The shot 
was fired in an unlighted alcove, sep- 
arated from the main hall by arches 
and pillars. 

Clinton Alleges Self-Defense. 

Clinton alleges that Nacer drew a 
revolver and that he wrested the weapon 
from Nacer and shot him in self-de- 
fense. Another account is that Clinton 
called Nacer into the alcove and opened 
fire on him. 

Clinton was suspended from the union 
a@ week ago after Frank Haemmerle of 
520A Bates street had accused hi mof 
failing to account for $11.50 in dues 
which Haemmerle paid fo Clinton last 
January. The union's usual meeting 
place is at 617 North Third street, but 
New Club. Hall was hired for last night's 
trial as it was known there would be a 
large attendance. 

Special police % protection had been 
asked for and Patrolman May was out- 
side the hall when the shooting occurred. 

Clinton arrived at the hall about 8:46 
p. m., and at the entrance he fought 
with Haemmerle. The fight with Nacer 
followed when Nacer tried to separate 
them. Clinton went away and returned 
to the hall about half an hour later, 
when the trial was in progress. 

Haemmerle and other members and of- 
ficers of the union were on a stage at, 
the south end of the hall, going over 
Clinton’s books. Seats in the main body 
of the hall were filled. Nacer sat on the 
west side of the hall about 10 rows from 


Shooting in Dim Alcove. 
Haemmerle told policemen that, look- 


ing from the stage, he saw Clinton enter 
the alcove at the west side of the hall. 
The lights in this alcove had not been 
turned on but there was some illumina- 
tion from the lamps in the hall. Haem- 
merle said he distinctly saw Clinton 
beckon to Nacer who arose and went 
into the alcove. An instant later a shot 
was heard. 

Haemmerle and Harry Steffen of 1027 
South Thirteenth street were the first 
to enter the alcove. Nacer was dead 
on the floor with a bullet wound in hig 
chest. Clinton was flourishing a revolv- 
er. Steffen struck Clinton with a chair, 
knocking him unconscious. 

Clinton was taken to the city hospital 
and treated for a scalp wound. At the 
hospital today he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he had been wrongfully 
accused of withholding funds. He ‘said 
he gave Haemmerle a receipt for the 
money and then turned it over to an 
agent for the ice wagon drivers’ union, 
and it was not his fauit if Haemmerle 
did not receive proper credit for it. 

me Ye walked through the alcove last 
night, he said, Nacer left his seat in 
the hall and advanced on him with a 
which he took from 
Nacer and discharged because he be- 
lieved his life was in danger.

SHOTS IN BACK 


Guseppe Rose, Awaiting Trial, 
Had Been in Hiding—Fired On 
‘When He Tried to Mail Letter. | 


Guissepe Rose, awaiting trial on the 
charge of setting fire to the home of 
Leo. Calamia, 5414 St. LoufS avenue, v.: 
Feb. 12, was shot five times in the back 


at 8:30 o'clock last night when he went 
to Hereford street and Daggett avenue 
to mail a letter to his wife in Italy. 
He died on the way to the city hospital. 

Rose, in apparent fear of assassina- 
tion, had been hiding since Oct. 15 at 
the home of August Ramono, 5043 Dag- 
gett avenue, staying in ai night and not 
venturing more than a few steps from 
the house in daylight. His trial was set 
for next Monday. It is supposed by the 
police that he had threatened to exposé 
his confederates unless they came to his 
«wssistance and that he feared violence 
at their hands. 

He finished writing the letter at 8:30 
o'clock last night and as there was no 
one to mail it, he took the chance which 
He was near the box in 
front of the Fairmount Center Station 
library when the shots were fired, and 
he fell to the ground. 

Rose was arrested March 23 in connec- 
tion with the Calamia fire and was iden- 
tified by Thomas Walsh, police tele- 
phone boy at the Newstead station, who 
said that he saw Rose running away 
from the Calamia house before the fire 
was discovered. He was out on bond 
and had been living’ here and in Detroit; 
He came here Oct. 16 from Detroit and 
when killed had a return ticket to De- 
troit. 

Following the Cities fire, Rose and 
Calamia were jointly charged with ar- 


inary hearing before Judge Clark in the 


Court of Criminal Correction. Clark 
bound Kose over but releared Calamia. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Thomas im- 
mediately reissued a warrant against 
Calamia, but he had disappeared and 
has not been rearrested. 

Rose, through his attorney, recently 
made overtures to Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Moore to turn State’s evidence 
and reveal Calamia's hiding place.

BOSTON, Oct. 21.—The Boston Her-

“Richard Qiney of Boston, then Cleve- 
land’s Secretary of State, wrote the 
original draft of that message at Mr. 
Cleveland’s own request, while the lat- 
ter was absent from Washington. The 
Herald correspondent has seen a copy 
vf Mr. Olney’s original draft, correc- 
tions in both Mr. Olney'’s and President 
Cleveland’s handwriting, proving be- 
yond pvussible doubt that Mr. Cleveland 
knew of the draft and had it in his 
possession before sending the final mes- 
sage to Congress. 

‘Collier's infers that the United States 
owes solely to Cleveland the abrupt ac- 
quiescence of England in our demends. 
How far this comes from the truth can 
be judged from a comparison of Mr. 
Olney's original draft with the message 
as it finally reached: Congress. Though 
the order of the wording is changed in 
places, the essential substance is the 
same, and perhaps a shade more em- 
rhatic in Mr. Olney’s draft.”

ported people in Turkey. Nineteen years ago I 
witnessed a massacre in my home city, where my 
husband was a teacher in a school, established by 
the American misstonaries. When this massacre 
began, I, together with my husband and two boys, 

and the other five years gid, took shelter 
in. ‘the house of the missionaries, where we were 
safe under O14 Glory. 

‘The massacre I witnessed is only a drop in the 
bucket compared with which has been going on 
for a year in Armenia. To give you a dim concep- 
tion of what is going on now in my unfortunate 
home land, permit me to tell you the disaster 
which befell my cousin, who was a Bergeant. He, 
together with his wife and six children and many 
another Armenian family, had to flee into Russia, 
lest they be massacred or fall into the hands of 
the unspeakable Turks. While on the' road they 
came across a gang of Turka, who tried to kill 
the men and take possession of the women and 
children. A number of Armenian young men took 
position on a mountain and bravely fought against 
the Turks. My cousin left his family on ‘a river- 
side and went to join these young men. Some time 
after his departure his 17-year-old daughter, Lily 
by name, saw in the river many a corpse floating 
iowmand mistakenly took one of the corpses for 
thet of her father. Miss Lily, panio-stricken, said 
to her’mother: “Mother, the Turks have killed 
father. I saw his dead body in the river. What 
are we going to do nowf The Turks will ‘come 
and capture us. They will make us renounce our. 
Christian faith and live a shameful life in their 
“iespicable harems. It is far better for us to die 
thé-honorable death of a martyr than live the dis-
